month after forming an 
exploratory committee, former 
New Jersey Sen. Bill Bradley 
officially declared his run for ~~ 
president on Tuesday by filing a 
statement of candidacy with the 
Federal Election Commission. 

Bradley now joins Vice 
President Al Gore in the race for 
the Democratic nomination. 

So far, they're the only two 
competitors. Two other potential 
and oft-named Democratic candi- 
dates, Sens. Bob Kerry of 
Nebraska and Paul Wellstone of 
Minnesota, have decided not to 
run. House Minority Leader 
Richard Gephardt, a Democrat 
from Missouri, could enter the 
race, but may remain where he is 
to become speaker should the 
Democrats win back the majority 
after the 2000 election. Also con- 
sidering a run for the White 
House are Democratic leaders, 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson and Sen. 
John Kerry of Massachusetts, 

Bradley, a former basketball o 
player with the New York Knicks — 
and a three-term senator, already - 
has made campaign stops and 
fund; raising trips in California, 
Iltinois and Wasington state. A 
spokesman for Bradley’s cam- 
paign said the former senator 
soon will visit the early primary 
states of lowa and New 
Hampshire.

University Village will be 
located on the southwest _ 
side of campus, with three 
of the apartment buildings

building and the other four, 
plus the clubhouse, near the

Each apartment will con- 
sist of four bedrooms and 
two baths, and will house 
four students each. All units 
will be equipped with a fully 


functional kitchen‘and din- 
‘ing area, and will be wired 


with outlets for cable televi- 
sion and computers.

“Spaces will be adapted for 


students with special needs. 

The progress is obvious 
on two of the lower build- 
ings, with framing almost 
completed. 

“By the end of the 
month, you should see a 
roof starting to go up,”

“Listening 
is patience...it takes practice and 
skill.” 

-Prisbell went on to explain that 
some universities feel this practice 
and skill is so important they have 
dedicated courses to listening and 
listening comprehension. , 


Prisbell suggested some tips to 


improve listening skills. 

“To really listen, it is important 
not to prejudge,” Prisbell said. Try 
to comprehend what is being said 

‘to you on more than one level. He 
said a person can listen on the 
basis of emotions, relations, 
power, content, and information. 

When you ask someone ques- 
tions, don’t feel obligated to give 
advise. Some people just need 
someone to listen to them. 

In the book “Listening Made 
Easy,” the author, Robert L. 
Montgomery, president of the 
communication consulting firm 
R.L. Montgomery & Associates, 
uses the mnemonic device LAD-— 
DER to outline the following six 


basic building blocks for total lis- 


tening: 
’ Look at the other person when 
speaking and being spoken too. 
Ask questions. Asking ques- 
tions will help show a genuine 
interest and clarify the point. 


Don’t interrupt. It is just as 
tude to step on people’s ideas as 
to step on their toes, Montgomery 
said. Only use interruptions for a 
clarifying question (ie.

Regular.conversation flow should

Emotions—keep them in 
check.

Clinton 
and Impeachment). Control your 
urge to interrupt and stifle the 
other person’s ideas. 

Responsiveness. Be responsive 


to what the other person is saying.’ 


Nonverbal communication is 


_ crucial in-order to be responsive, 


Prisbell said. People should be 
responsive in their demeanor, pos- 
ture and facial expression to let 
their whole being show they are 
interested in other people. 

Prisbell also said the listener 
should not be forming their 
response while listening to some- 
one speak, instead, they should be 
empathetically listening. 

Prisbell was the first person to 
note listening can be difficult in 
noisy environments, Too many 
stimuli can cloud our minds so we 
don’t always listen. 

Listening skills can improve 
with practice, he said.

'W HAVEN, Conn.- Yale 
University lecturer James 
Van de Velde was scheduled to 
teach two classes this semester 
about drug trafficking and espi- 
onage, but the instructor is 


’ instead finding himself caught in 


a web of mystery and intrigue. 
Van de Velde is suspected of 
stabbing one of his students to 
death. 
University officials have 
allowed the professor to remain 
on the payroll but have canceled 


his courses and restricted him to 


research, stating that his presence 
in the classroom would be a 
“major distraction for students 
and impair their educational 
experience.” 

’ Ina statement released 
Tuesday, Van de Velde said he is 
cooperating with investigators 
looking into the murder of 21- 
year-old Suzanne Jovin, a politi- 
cal science major from 
Goettingen, Germany. Jovin was 


stabbed 17 times in the back and 


neck on Dec. 4. Her body was 
found in a wealthy neighborhood 
where many faculty members - 
including Van de Velde - live. 
Van de Velde was Jovin’s senior 
thesis advisor. 

“The public announcement 
that I am ‘in a pool of suspects’ 
in the murder of Suzanne Jovin is 
immensely upsetting,” Van de 


Velde, 38, said. “Any suggestion 
that I had anything to do with the 
death of my former student is 
deeply, deeply painful and outra- 
geous. I am innocent.” 

Even though Van de Velde 
hasn’t been arrested or charged, 
some Yale students said having 
the professor around makes them 
nervous. 

“I had pre-registered for one 
of his seminars, and I redid my 
schedule. It’s not worth the risk,” 
20-year-old Angela Campbell, a 
senior, told the Associated Press. 
“I would be willing to bet that 
most women who are political 
science majors wouldn’t take his 
classes.” 

Yale officials said there is no 
way to tell how many students 


would have signed up for Van de 
Velde’s classes because this is the 
school’s “shopping period,” when 
students can attend classes with- 
out enrolling. “I regret Yale’s 
eleventh hour decision to cancel 
my classes ...” Van de 

’ Velde said. “I believe the uni- 
versity severely underestimates 
its students’ ability to choose, 
their courses maturely, to over- 
come distractions and to make 
the most of their respective edu- 
cational experiences.” 

Before going to Yale, Van de 
Velde worked at Stanford 
University’s Asia Pacific 
Research Center. He also held a 
fellowship at Harvard.
